With world events moving swiftly as they are, high 
officials in the administration are not helping either the 
international situation or the general outlook of the Ameri- 
can people by their frequent references to another World 
War. .. 

President Truman's remarks in Washington yesterday 
is an example. For the leader of a nation which is con- 
templating pouring money and materials into countries 
fighting communism to express the feeling that his faith in 
world peace has been somewhat shaken creates uneasiness 
not only among the American people themselves but through- 
out the world as well. 

True, the steady growth of communism in Europe is not 
encouraging and definite cause for alarm. But how can an 
administration place so much hope in the Marshall plan, re- 
emphasize repeatedly that it will stop Russian expansion, 
and then tell us at the same time that its faith in the future 
has been shaken? 

4m contrast to the voices of despair and discouragement 
which émanate from Washington officials these days are the 
spedches being made by Harold E. Stassen, one of the lead- 
ing ‘candidates for the Republican presidential nomination. 
Mi. Stassen, while realistically aware of communist dangers 
and’ the growing threats of another war, voices hope and 
faith in the future—ca firm conviction that the United States 
can‘surmount all obstacles in its way and lead the world 
out fof the “wilderness” into the free and democratic world 
that; we thought we were fighting to preserve in the last 
war: ‘Listening to the former governor of Minnesota, an 
undying hope and faith in America and its institutions are 
re-awakened which is something very badly needed after 
16. years of “experimentation” in certain questionable direc- 
tiong. And Mr. Stassen isn’t alone in this optimism, although 
he detines it most clearly. Practically every other Republi- 
can ‘who has his eyes on the nomination expresses the same 
conyictions—that all is not lost and that the peace can be 
wort if able men, believing in America and its ideals, are 
called upon to administer it. 

one were to take everything that is said in Washington 
very seriously these days, it is a wonder we aren't mobiliz- 
ed for another war already. If the situation is that desper- 
ate, then we haven't been told about it. Instead the high 
command holds secret meetings and periodically we're told 
how very bad everything is going in Europe. Then comes 
the final payeff—the leader of the greatest democracy in the 
world has lost his faith in world peace. 

The time has come—it’s been long overdue—when we 
return men to high public office who have faith in America 
and-its institutions. The fate of the entire world as well as 
our “own depends on the caliber of men who lead us in 
the next ten years. They must be strong, intelligent men— 
men‘of honesty and integrity who do not lose faith too easily.
